One Bank and Three PoEtofflceo Inter- 


ested Thus Far—Government Ma- 
chinery For Carrying on New Sys- 


tem Not' Yet Organized—But Few 
Requests 'From 
Northwest—New 


Law May Release Much Money 


Washington, July 
7.—One ban!:, 


the Merchant National of Salem, and 
three postofflces, at Gardner, Amcs- 
bury and Needharn Heights, so far, 
have applied from 'Massachusetts for 
the Institution of postal savings hanks 
or the custody of the savings. 


Postmaster Whetton 
of 
Meedliam 


Heights writes that there Is no sav- 
ings haiflc In his town and none nearer 
than four or 
live miles. 
"I 
have 


talked with a number of mill owners 
and also many of their employes," he 
writes, "all of whom are desirous of 
having a postal savings department 
established In this town." 


Throughout the country 
only 
65 


hanks and 48 postmasters made appli- 
cations for the service. 
There are 


60,144 postofflces In the country, of 
which 7202 are presidential, and about 
7000 national banks, 
besides 
state 


hanks and trust companies. 


The figures given at this early day 


are by no means symptomatic of the 
extent, or lack of It, of the actual do- 
mand for postal savings banks. 
The 


government machinery for carrying on 
the new banking system IB not yet or- 
ganized, and there Is no need of hur- 
rying. 


In fact, no postofllee or local bank 


will be favored because 
application 


for the deposits lias been made, al- 
though the trustees may find such ap- 
plications occasionally useful. 
The 


demand for the postal banks probably 
will be of slow but reasonably surf 
growth.
